Ottawa, Ont., April 28— Ottawa is to-

Eighteen 
thousand persons are homeless in 
city and in Hull'. Of these a large 
are in pressing need of food and in 
casea even of clothing which they have 
no moans to provide for themselves. 


Already a huge relief fund haa begun 


to pile up and the expressions of good 
will which come from the United States 
and England as well as from- Canadian 
cities with their contributions are cheer- 
io g the workers for rolief at home. 


Government to the Rescue. 


For the aid of the sufferers the gov- 


ernment of the dominion decided to day, 
at a cabinet meeting, to contribute $100- 
000. The city council of Ottawa haa 
given $10,000, and private contributions 
here will probably 
make thia city's 


home relief fund $1,000,000. The On 
tario government has given 825,000 and 
Toronto has promised the same amount. 
The Bank of Montreal|telephoned that 
it WHS sending $10,000. Private sub- 
scriptions to the amount of 88,000 were 
secured to day with little effort. 


Large sums have also been wired from 


London. England and| New York has 
sent promises of big subscriptions. The 
Mayor of Ottawa has also received tele- 
grams from mayors of many cities, in- 
cluding one from Mayor Maybury of 
Detroit, saying that T private persons 
were preparing to seed checks and that 
if it was desirable public subscriptions 
would be opened, 
. 


Relief Committee Formed. 


A relief committe has been formed ^>y 


the citizens, and thia, together with the 
Roman Catholic archbishops of Montreal 
and Ottawa, will make an appeal for re 
lief to the country. 


The condition of the homeless is such 


as to make the speediest action neces- 
sary. Probably 10,000 of them are mill 
men, factory hands, day laborers and 
their families, moat of whom are utterly 
destitute. With many mouths to feed 
they have absolutely nothing at their 
control. Some of them escaped without 
even adequate clothing for daily wear. 
Two thousand peoplo in Hull passed the 
night in the open air.

of Milwaukee. Eecently he fitted out 
for her a manicure department in the 
department store of Gimbel Bros., but 
the venture failed. 


It is currently reported among Gim- 


bel's friends and those of the girl that 
Ohnbel has tired ot her lately and has 
been trying to gel rid of her, to which 
she has raised strenuous objections, and 
threatened to take her life if he deserted 
her at this time.

gether lately and when Gimbel came to 
New York to buy goods for his house, 
thfi girl followed on the following day, 
Gimbel stopped at the Imperiel where 
Mae met him.

ter of foreign affaire, Tewfik Pasha, on

of the indemnity several times promised 
to Minister Straus by the sultan. The 
note does not 8x a time limit for an an- 
swer, but its tenor is not far from the 
character of an ultimatum. 


It has produced a great impression
